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School Board to decide where 
to put students for 1992-93 


A decision how to fit all students 
intoclassrooms for the 1992-93 school 
year is expected at the Wednesday, 
April 8, meeting of the Crawford 
AuSable School Board of Education. 

Both elementary schools, Grayling - 
and Frederic, and the Grayling Middle 
Schoolare currently overcrowded. For 
the fall of 1992, the Grayling Middle 
School is expected to have even more 
students. The building has a capacity 
for 600 students. This fall, 698 stu- 
dents are expected to be at the middle 
school, 

Currently, the elementary schools 
house grades Kindergarten through 
4th. The middle school houses grades 
5th through 8th. The Grayling High 
Schoot houses grades 9th through 12th. 
Shifting some classes to the high school 
was discussed as a short-term option 
during a special school board meeting 
March 23.

8th meeting is discussion aboutalong- 


Emergency food needs increase here, 
new group aims to consolidate pantries

It is not necessary to travel to 
Bangladesh or an African nation to 
meet with hunger; hunger is here in 
Grayling. 

An association of area churches and 
human services organizations have 
worked for over a year to put together 
a formula to assess and to address 
directly the nutritional needs of the 
area. Local and state agencies don't 
have an accurate way of counting the 
number of people having trouble 
~ obtaining food. But health experts at 
the University of Michigan say lack of 
proper nutrition forchildren and adults 
is a serious problem in the U.S. 


Officers for thenewly formed HELP 
Center alliance are Sister M. Adrian 
Davis; Chairman (Mercy Hospital); 
Lloyd Nevins, Co-chairman; Ruth Lee, 
Treasurer; and Gerry Schroeder, 
Secretary. Together with a large 
number of volunteers and associate 
churches and institutions, the HELP 
Center hopes to make hunger the first 
item on its priority list. An effort is 
underway to consolidate several area 
pantries which now serve area families 
in crisis, And while the aim is to 
eliminate possible abuses and to 
distribute food fairly and generously 
to those in need, another is to begin 
keeping records so that future 
generations of volunteers can more 


aptly serve the community. 

The HELP Center’s immediate need, 
however, is for permanent quarters so 
it can begin to meet its mission 
statement and to expand its role in the 
community. A building for this 
consolidation is urgently needed, and 
because the group is entitled toan IRS 
501C (3) status, any donations or 
assistance are deductible. This 


outreach program, incidentally, was 
iniually spearheaded by the Grayling 
Ministerial Association, but is not 
necessarily limited to only those 
churches or members of same; it is 
hoped that service organizations and 
other area booster groups will become 
intimately involved to assist in this 
effort. Another major goal of the 
HELP Center is to focus energies,

chance of escaping with minimal 
damage to you or your vehicle, he 
Says. 

Coe also emphasized the use of 
seatbelts as a way of minimizing 
damage. Look off to the side of the 
road, far ahead, and be aware that 
where there is one deer, there are 
usually more. Dusk and dawn are 
favorite times for deer to stir, be 
especially cautious then. 

Finally, Coe says that if you live 
in northern Michigan long enough, 
you will hita deer. These accidents 
are the most unavoidable of them 
all.

Even prior to 1967 election to the 
council, Golnick accepted heavy 
public responsibility by enrolling in 
the Grayling-Grayling Township 
Volunteer Fire Department. Until he 
retired from that position in 1984, he 
served in various capacities in that 
department including thatof fire chief. 
During his time with the fire fighters, 
he attended weekly fire mectings and 
was called out in all kinds of weather 


to protect the lives and property of the 
city and township residents, 

In Golnick’scapacity ascouncil man 
and mayor, he was instrumental in the 
city street program, industrial park 
development, sewer lagoon expansion 
and many other projects large and 
small. He has served as a member of 
the Crawford County Housing 
Commission for many years and is its 
vice-chairman, In that position he has 
assisted in commission decisions 
which upgraded many homes in the 
city and county.

Here are a few safety rules to 
follow:

*Don’t microwave bottles with 


disposable plastic inserts since hot 
areas in the milk or formula can cause 
the plastic to burst and spill hot liquid 
on the baby. 

Hard plastic and glass bottles may 
be microwaved as long as they have 
caps and nipples removed first. After 
microwaving (around 30 seconds fora 
refrigerated 8 oz. bottle) the bottle 
should be shaken well and then tested 
for temperature on the back of the 
hand, not the wrist. 

*Baby food jars should noi be 
microwaved since temperature of food 
inside can vary by as much as 150 
degrees from one area to the next. 
However, food transferred to a dish 
may be microwaved (for 15 seconds 
or less, approximately) then allowed 
to stand for 30 seconds, stirred and 
taste tested. Foods for baby should 
taste merely lukewarm not hot. 

eBaby foods containing meat and 
eggs should not be microwaved at all 
since the fat content may over heat or

IN HARMS WAY: The Battle on American Roads 


(This editorial was written by 
the Coalition for Safer, Cieaner 
Vehicles) 

In the thirty-eight days of battle 
during “Operation Desert Storm,” 

| 148 Americans lost their lives. In 
that same thirty-eight day period, 
f over 4,000 people were killed on 
7 American roads, In fact, we average 
over 130 deaths each day in the 
| United States as a result of vehicle 
crashes. This is the equivalent of a 
major airline crash every day. 
Every year in the U.S. there are 45 
} million vehicle crashes which kill 
46,000 and injure over 3.4 million. 
| The annual economic cost of these 
crashes is over $80 billion. The 
National Highway Traffic 
Administration (NHTSA) estimates 
that each of us pays an additional 
$97 per year in insurance costs as a 
result of the large number of crashes 
| onourroads. Ifthe present pattern in 
| death rates per vehicle continues, 
' total highway deaths could reach 
| 60,000 per year early in the next 
century. 
{ Many factors contribute to the 
enormous number of traffic deaths 


and injuries, among them drug and 
alcohol impaired driving, occupants 
who fail to wear seat belts, and driver 
error. However, too little attention has 
been paid to the other majorcontributor 
to crashes — the vehicle. 

Over 183 million vehicles travel on 
American roads, more than 74 million 
of which are over eight years old with 
over 70,000 miles on them. 
Government studies show that one- 
third are in need of brake repair. 
Effective vehicle safety inspection 
programscouldpreventa large number 
of the deaths, injuries, and economic 
costs caused by vehicle crashes. The 
U.S. General Accounting Office 
reported in 1990 that states with annual 
vehicle safety inspection programs had 
accident rates that were 17% lower 
than those that did not. Yet, only 
twenty-one states and the District of 
Columbia have them. 

Despite the potential 17% reduction 
in crash rates, the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) has done little to assist states 
in adopting safety inspection 
programs. Now, because requirements 
of the 1990 Clean Air Act Amendments 


will subject between 80-100 million 
vehicles to emissions inspection 
programs, thereis a great opportunity 
to improve the safety of all vehicles 
travelling on our roads by adding 
safety checks to the inspections. 
Tests of a vehicle’s safety-critical 
items such as brakes, tires, and 
steering/suspension and glass can 
be conducted at the same time as the 
emissions inspection for little added 
cost. 


Every one of us is either among 
the one-third of motorists on the 
road with brakes in need of repair, 
or among the two-thirds of 
motorists whoshare the road with 
them. It is vital that the public be 
made aware of this issue which 
affects everyone.
